LONDON,  April  15,— Fifteen  hundred  I 
German  dead  were  left  In  front  of  the 
Brlttah  positions  after  the  unsuccess- 
ful  attack  delivered  early  thle^  morn- 
ing" by  strong  German  forcea  along  a 
six-mile  front,  on  the  Bapaume-Cam- 
bral  road,  according  to  the  official  re- 
port from  Field  Marshal  Halg  tonight. 

The  British  gained  farther  ground 
In  their  advance  upon  both  St.  Quen- 
tln  and  Lena. 

The    text   of    the    official     statement 

reeds:  • 

"Fighting  again  today  northwest  of 
St.  Quentln  we  gained  ground  east  and 
north  of  Orlcourt  and  captured  some 
prisoners.  We  also  further  progressed 
in  the  neighborhood  Of  Havrlncourt 
Wood  and  east  of  Lievln  where  our 
troops  are  approaching  the  outskirts 
of  Lens. 

"Further  particulars  of  the  enemy 
loases  this  ,  morning  around  the  Ba- 
paume-Cambraf  road  show  that  hla 
losses  were  heavier  than  at  first  re- 
ported. The  attack  was  pressed  with 
great  determination  under  a  heavy  fire 
from  our  Infantry  and  artillery?  In  ad- 
dition to  300  prisoners  captured,  1,190 
German  dead  were  left  In  front  of  our 
positions. 

••Our  aeroplanes  carried  out  success- 


tb«  second   German   lines,  which   they 
found  unoccupied. 

The  text  of  tonight's  statement 
reads: 

"In  the  region  of  St.  Quentln  the 
artillery  fighting  was  violent  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  day.  Our  bat- 
teries caught  under  their  fire'  and  dis- 
persed concentrations  of  enemy  forces 
reported  north  of  Itancourt  (southeaat 
of  St.   Quentln). 

"Artillery  actions  occurred  in  various 
sectors  north  of  the  Alsne  and  on  the 
Champagne.  In  Lorraine  we  carried  out 
destructive  fires  on  the  German  organ- 
isations In  Le  Pretre  Wood  and  Parroy 
forest." 

The  Belgian  communication  reada: 

'In  the  course  of  the  night,  after 
violent  artillery  preparations  Belgian 
troops  penetrated  Dixmude  as  far  as 
the  second  enemy  lines,  which  they 
found  unoccupied.  On  the  entire  Bel- 
gian front  the  artillery  fighting  was 
spirited  today."

LONDON,  April  15.— British  patrols 
entered  Lens  between  4  and  5  o'clock 
this  morning,  according  to  .a  .dispatch 
from  the  correspondent  of  Lloyds  News 
with  the  British  army  In  France. 

Describing  the  conditions  about  Lens 
the  correspondent  writes: 

"Though  the  enemy  is  stilt  In  hla 
machine  gun  redoubts  In  some  places, 
these  are  only  rearguards,  for  the  main 
body  has  retreated. 

"Lens  and  Llevin  had  been  stacked 
with  guns  and  it  was  certain  that  at 
least  ISO  were  in  the  network  of  mines 
and  pitheads. 

"From  prisoners  we  know  that  wild 
seena  took  place  in  Lens,  frantic  efforts 
being  made  to  get  away  guns  and  stores 
and  defend  the  line  of  retreat  by  blow- 
ing up  the'  roads. 

"Orders  were  given  to  destroy  the 
mines  by  firing  charges  Into  the  pits 
and  by  flooding  the  mine  galleries."

Lieut.  Arthur  H.  K.  McCallum.  who 
is  reported  missing  In  the  casualty  list 
sent  out  from  Ottawa  on  Saturday 
night,  is  a  native  son,  having  been 
born  in  Victoria  10  years  ago.  Hla 
parents,  both  of  whom  are  now  dead, 
formerly  lived  at  "Maple  Bank,"  Foul 
Bay. 

Lieut.  McCallum  received  his  early 
education  at  the  Craigflower  School. 
He  si  so  attended-  the  local  rublle 
aohools  and  the  High  School.  He  has 
a  brother  living  In  Vancouver  and  twoi 
others  on  active  service,  one  of  whom! 
Is  Eric  McCallum,  of  the  Royal  Fly- 
ing Corps.  He  has  a  sister,  Mrs. 
Gray,  living  In  Victoria,  and  an  aunt, 
Mrs.  Hawthornthwalte,  residing  at 
Colwood.  His  grandmother,  Mrs.  Mc- 
Callum, lives  at  657  Lampson  Street, 
Esquimau. 

Prior  to  leaving  Victoria  for  the 
front,  Lieut.  McCallum  married  Mary, 
a  daughter  of  Mrs.  Charles  Mackenzie, 
of  Victoria.  Mrs.  McCallum  la  now  in 
England. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  Lieut. 
McCallum  Joined  the  60th  Highlanders 
and  left  for  overseas  with  the  103rd 
Battalion.  On  arrival  In  England  he 
was  transferred  and  went  to  France 
with   some  other   battalion. 


LONDON,  April  15,— The  report  published  in  a  Sunday  newspaper  * 
that  the  British  had  actually  entered  Lens  is  evidently  premature,  but 
the  civilian  population  evacuated  the  town,  on  Friday,  and  great  fires 
are  burning,  showing  that  the  Germans  are  destroying  their  stores 
preparatory  to  their  departure,  according  to  a  staff  correspondent  of 
the  Associated  Press,  while  the  British  official  communication  tonight 
announces  that  the  British  troops  are  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 

Field  Marshal  Sir  Douglas  Haig's  principal  object,  however,  in  his 
advance  on  Lens  is  rather  to  turn  La  Bassee  from  the  south,  La  Bassee 
and  Lens  forming  the. principal  outworks  of  Lille  which  is  the  key  to 
the  whole  German  position  in  Flanders,  and  once  these  two  towns  arc 
in  the  hands  of  the  British,  Lille  will  be  seriously  threatened. 
Hindenburg  Line  Unorganized 

The  German  attack  astride  the  Bapaume-Cambrat  road  today 
indicates  the  importance  attached  to  defending  the  junction  of  the 
Hindenburg  line  to  St.  Quentra  and  La  Fere  with  the  line  hastily 
organized  between  Lens- and  BuHeeourti  near  Cambrai,  when  the 
German  chief  of  staff,  von  Hindenburg,  realized  that  Vimy  ridge  was 
daily  threatened.  The  British  nearly  broke  through  at  Bullecourt,  which 
is  near  this  junction,  last  week,  and  although  failing  there,  Field 
Marshal  Haig  transferred  his  attentions  further  north  and  danger 
for  the  Germans  still  exists,  especially  as,  according  to  the  Associated 
Press  correspondent,  the  Hindenburg  line  is  still  far  from  being 
properly  organized. 

The  Renter  correspondent  at  British  headquarters  gives  ah  inter- 
esting story  of  how  the  British  officers  studied  beforehand  a  small 
model  of  Vimy  ridge  moulded  by  an  ingenious  officer  out  of  plaster 
indicating  every  natural  feature,  the  trenches,  railways,  defences,  roads 
and  streams,  even  the  mine  craters,  prepared  from  aerial  photographs 
and  direct  observation  and  all  available  local  knowledge  that  could  be 
obtained,  and  that  knowledge  thus  gained  proved  of  immense 
advantage  when  the  attack  was  carried  out.

FIGHTING  OVER 

FRONT  OF  50  MILES 


London  Times  Military  Correspondent  Warmly 
Praises  Excellence  of  Staff  Arrangement — 
Attack  on  Vimy  Ridge  Was  Masterpiece    "T" 
of  Modern  Tactics,  He  Says. 


LONDON.  April  11— The  Times'  mil- 
itary correspondent,  reviewing  the  bat- 
tle or  the  past  week,  notea  that  it  le 
being  (ought  by  four  of  the  British 
armies  in  France  over  a  front  of  more 
than   fifty   miles,  and   aaya: 

"We  have  not  hltharto  attempted  to 
tight  a  great  offensive  battle  with  more 
than  one.  or  at  moat  two  of  our  armies 
simultaneously. 

He  warmly  admires  the  "excellence 
of  the  staff  arrangement,  the  close  co- 
operation of  the  neighboring  armies 
and  the  orderly  advance  of  the  whole 
line."  and  adds: 

"The  attack  on  Vimy  Ridge  by  Gen- 
eral Horns  army  waa  a  masterpiece  of 
modern  tactics." 

Discussing  the  Oerman  retreat,  the 
correspondent  nays  that  the  Germans 
left  the  Somme  and  the  Ajncre  because 
they  were  unable  to  stay,  and  left 
Vimy  Ridge  because  they  were  kicked 
off. 

'•The  fear  of  oor  artillery  on  the 
whole,"  he  eays,  "appears  to  have  been 
the  main  cause  of  the  retreat.  Our 
armies  now  all  have  their  guna.  Let 
the   Germans   bury    themselves  aa   deep 


as  they  please;  the  deeper  they  go  the 
more  prisoners.  The  gun  and  howitzer 
have  beaten  the  trench  and  so  long  aa 
our  artillery  armament  ia  superior. 
shells  plentiful,  and  the  airmen  have 
machines  and  guns  eqnal  to  the  enemy 
we  must  regard  the  Germans  as  lost' 
souls." 

The  correspondent  predicts  that  the 
victory  of  Vimy  will  be  repeated  at 
the  next  Oerman  position  when  the 
British  guna  are  brought  up,  "unless 
the  Germans  denude  the  eaatarn  front 
for  the  benefit  of  the  west."  This  they 
may  do,  the  transfer  of  some  German 
troops  from  east  to  west  having  al- 
ready begun.  But.  he  adda,  "It  would 
be  absurd  to  suppose  that  the  Germans 
on  our  front  are  weak.  They  are 
thicker  there  than  anywhere  elae.  They 
have  sixty   divisions  against  us."

Petrograd  Officially  Comments 
orf  CTbftfc  ^"tJwnflm-  and 
Russian  Socialists,  Saying 
Enemy  Is  to  Blame 

PETROGRAD,  April  16.— An  official 
statement  lsaued  today  deals  not  only 
with  the  campaign  In  the  field,  hut  with 
the  efforts  of  German  Socialists  to  ne- 
gotiate with  Rusalan  Socialists  a  eep- 
arate  peace.     The  statement  reads: 

"On  the  western  Roumanian  and  Car- 
pathian fronts  there  have  been  rifle  en- 
gagements and  scattering  reconnals- 
aancea.  A  German  aeroplane  was 
brought  down  In  flames  in  the  region 
of  Boudslav,  northeast  of  Vllelfcl;  Iti 
occupants  perished.  Another  was 
brought  down  in  our  lines  east  of 
Bolsajany. 

"According  to  statements  of  an  Austrian 
officer  the  German  Chancellor  has  sent 
German  Socialists  to  Stockholm  to  meet 
Russian  Socialists  to  negotiate  a  sep- 
arate peace.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  the  Oermana  have 
not  published  broadcast  the  capture  of 
the  munitions  depots  of  Toherwice 
(Cierwleacxe-Kovel  front)  and  that  the 
usual  manifestations  have  been  omitted. 

"The  German  Socialist  Democrats,  no- 
cording  to  the  same  authority,  are 
working  solidly  with  the  Government, 
considering  themselves  before  every- 
thing. 

"Another  Austrian  deserter  says  that 
peace  is  being  discussed  lees  frequent- 
ly than  formerly  in  the  Austrian  army 
and  that  everybody  la  hoping  that  the 
Internal  disorders  in  Russia  will  help 
to  bring  about  destruction.  All  this, 
proves  that  Germany  la  resorting  to 
every  possible  rase  and  will  do  her  best 
to  create  dissensions  among  her 
enemies."

President  Wilson  calls  npon  every  American 
citizen — man,  woman  and  child — to  join  together  to  make  the  nation  a 
unit  for  the  preservation  of  its  ideals  and  for  the  triumph  of  democracy 
in  the  world  war.  . 

"The  supreme  test  of  the  nation  has  come,"  says  the  address.  "We 
must  all  speak,  act  and  serve  together." 

Putting  the  navy  on  a  war  looting  and  raising  a  great  army  are  the 
simplest  parts  of  the  great  task  ahead,  the  President  declares,  and  he 
urges  ail  the  people,  with  particular  emphasis  on  his  words  to. the 
farmers,  to  concentrate  their  energies,*  practice  economy,  prove  unselfish- 
ness and  demand  efficiency.

Serosal    AM    Injured 

LONDON,  April  15— Mobs  In  Buenos 
Ayres  demanding  war  with  Oermany 
attacked  a  Oermah-owned  newspaper 
office  and  flred  on  the  Oerman  lega- 
tion and  consulate,  according  to  the 
Exchange  Telegraph'a  correspondent  at 
Buenoe  Ayres.  The  outbreaks  were  put 
down  by  the  police,  saya  the  dispatch, 
several  persons  being  injured.  The 
despatch  reads: 

"An  excited  mob  of  huge  dimensions 
paraded  the  streets  and  demanding  war 
with  Oermany,  attacked  a  German- 
owned  newspaper,  but  waa  dispersed  by 
police.  The  mob  proceeded  to  fire  on 
the  German  legation  and  consulate. 
The   outbreaks   were  soon  overcome. 

"The  Chief  of  Police,  while  trying  to 
conciliate  the  mob,  was  stoned  end  In- 
jured. In  a  charge  on  the  crowd  by 
the   police  several   persons   were   hurt." 


RESIDENTS  FORCED 

TO  LEAVE  LENS 

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  April  16..  via  London,  10:18 
p.m. — (From  a  Staff  Correspondent  of 
the  Associated  Press). — The  civil  pop- 
ulation of  Lens  were  evacuated  on  Fri- 
day. The  Oermana  then  seised  three 
months  rations  gathered  in  Lena  by  the 
American    Relief   Commission. 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  April  16.  via  London.  10:45 
p.m. — (From  a  Staff  Correspondent  of 
the  Associated  Press) — Fighting  like 
men  with  their  backs  to  the  wall,  the 
Germane  are  making  desperate  resist- 
ance to  the  British  advance,  especially 
along  the  Hindenburg  line  from  Queant 
to  St.  Quentln.  This  line  has  been  de- 
finitely broken  between  Queant  and  Ar- 
ras; consequently  the  Germans  are  at- 
tempting to  hold  from  Queant  south- 
ward. 

In  the  meantime,  Lena  waa  being  ap- 
proached lute  today  from  three  direc- 
tions. .  The  civilian  population  was 
evacuated  by  the  Germans  on  Friday. 
No  person  was  allowed  more  than  thir- 
ty pounda  of  baggage.  With  the  de- 
parture of  the  civilians  the  Germane 
seised  three  months'  rations  gathered 
at  Lens  by  the  American  Relief  Com- 
mission. 

Switch  Point  oa  Una 
Fires  continued  to  glow  In  Lens  to- 
day, while  far  away  to  the  south  flres 
ware  seen  at  St.  Quentln,  toward  which 
the  British  and  French  are  converging. 
Realising  that  the  important  town  of 
Queant,  the  switch  point  of  the  Hin- 
denburg line,  was  threatened  by  the 
close  proximity  of  the  British,  the  Ger- 
mans early  today  launched  an  attack 
from  there  over  a  six-mile  front. 
While  suffering  Immediate  reverses 
everywhere  else,  they  managed  by  the 
concentration  of  artillery  to  recapture 
Lagnlcourt,  opposite  Queant,  which  waa 
taken  from  them  several  weeka  ago. 
Their  victory  at  this  point  was  short- 
lived, however,  for  the  British  imme- 
diately counter-attacked  and  retook 
Lagnlcourt  with  more  than  200  prison- 
ers, and,  catching  the  retreating  Ger- 
mans under  an  intense  Held  gun  fire, 
cut  them  to  bits.  Thus  ended  the  first 
real  "defensive  offensive" .  the  Germans 
have  attempted  since  the  battle  of  Ar- 
ras began.

„  From  one  end  of  the  British  front 
to  the  other  the  Germane  are  palpably 
nervous  and  Jumpy.  Where  they  have 
been  driven  from  their  old  positions 
they  are  feverishly  digging  at  every 
opportunity,  particularly  at  night  Each 
morning  new  airplane  photographa 
ahow  the  reaults  of  the  nocturnal  activi- 
ties behind  the  temporary  line.  Most 
of  the  new  trenches  are  merely  emer- 
gency defences  built  at  anglee  with  a' 
view  to  giving  cover  to  machine  guns 
with  which  the  Germans  hope  to  delsy 
the  British  advance  until  further  work 
can  make  the   rear  defences   tenable. 

It  now  is  stated  that  no  part  of  the 
Hindenburg  line  was  expected  to  be 
completed  until  the  end  of  April,  not- 
withstanding the  claims  that  the  recent 
Western  retirement  has  been  entirely 
according  to  German  plans.

old  positions  north  of  Loos,  the  slight- 
est movement  op  the  part  of  the  Brit- 
Ish  sends  them  into  a  panic.  Flares 
and  signal  rockets  of  all  colore  spring 
from  their  trenches.  Bombs  are  caat 
into  No  Man's  Land,  the  trench  mor- 
tars set  up  a  defensive  barrage  and 
artillery  help  la  frantically  called  for. 
Some  of  the  German  flarea  and  lights 
are  most  amusing  aa  well  aa  spectacu- 
lar. Their  latest  star  shells  have  a 
parachute  attachment  and  hang  sua- 
pended  in  the  air  for  a  long  time, 
lighting  up  the  surrounding  country 
for  several  hundred  yards.  They 
break  into  three  balls,  and  the  British 
soldiers  call  them  "pawnbrokers." 

The  Germans  In  the  front  line  have  ' 
long  been  worried  by  the  Inferiority 
of  their  artillery  to  that  of  the 
British.  A  recently  captured  German 
report  makes  complaint  that  the  artil- 
lery often  falls  to  anawer  the  call  for 
help  and  continues: 

Artillery  and  Morale 
"For  our  infantry,  whioh  since  the 
Somme  battle  has  been  on  tbe  defen- 
sive. It  Is  from  the  point  of  view  of 
morale  of  importance  to  be  able  to 
count  upon  artillery  support.  Infantry 
that  cornea  to  regard  I  teelf  merely  aa 
a  target  for  the  hostile  artillery  muet 
in  the  long  run  give  way.  A  prompt 
and  effective  reply  to  hostile  sheila  has 
a  recuperative  effect  on  the  morale  of 
the  troops,  even  in  the  difficult  situ- 
ations." 

Conditions  within  the  Oerman  lines 
just  prior  to  the  battle  of  Arras  and 
the  depreaeed  state  of  many  of  ths 
German  aoldlora  are  eloquently  describ- 
ed m  translated  extracts  from  letters 
captured  during  the  recent  fighting. 
Two  letters  In  particular,  both  writ- 
tsn  by  Bavarians  In  regiments  oppo- 
site Arraa,  are  wonderfully  Impressive. 
One  of  them  Indicates  clearly  the  dis- 
paraging effect  of  the  entry  the  United 
States  into  the  war  haa  had.  It  ia 
dated  April  «,  and  reads: 

—STlsans  of  Fire 
"Wo  now  have  very  bad  position  at 
Arraa  whore  we  have  been  under  a 
continuous  hurricane  of  Are  for  aix 
days.  Tb«  Kngllsh  at  times  Are  gas 
shells,  which  are  not  exactly  pleasant. 
When  everything  Imaginable  Is  turned 
against  one,  one  cannot  stand  It;  then 
It  la  all  over;  the  sights  around  one 
are  simply  cruel;  It  Is  enough  to  drive 
one  mad. 

"It  la  no  longer  a  righteous  cause; 
of  'that  I  am  convinced.  But  one  N  al- 
ways begins  to  hope  again,  and  think 
that  it  must  come  to  an  end.  But  It 
is  not  possible^  The  world  Is  still  In 
too  mad  a  state.  We  are  the  tools  and 
allow  ourselves  to  be  belabored. 

"Now  America  cornea  in  to  make  it 
laat  longer.  Everybody  wants  to  ehlp 
in.  I  believe  It  will  never  end;  peace 
will  never  return  to  the  land."

AMSTERDAM.  April  15.— Upon  the 
outcome  uX  the  great  .battle  In  the  Went 
hinges  the  fat*  of  the  Russo-German- 
Scandinavian   Socalint  peace  movement. 

If  the  Allies  break  the  Teuton  llnea 
and  make  a  real  beginning  towards  roll- 
ing them  up  back  to  the  Rhine,  the  ef- 
fect upon  the  Russian  army  will  be 
electric.  Russia  will  then  stick  through 
thick  and  thin  with  the  Entente,  and 
the  Germans  will  net  be  able  to  spare 
a  single  man  from  the  Eastern  front, 
for  the  Russians  will  make  one  more 
tremendous  onslaught  In  an  attempt  to 
defeat  the  Germans.' 

But  If  the  Kaiser's  lines  In  the  West 
are  only  bent  beck,  not  actually  pierced, 
If  the  battle  of  Arras  resolves  Itself  In- 
to another  battle  of  the  Somme—  then 
before  the  end  of  that  battle  la  In  ajght, 
Russia  and  Germany  will  be  at  peace. 
In  that  case — and  In  that  case  only — 
will  the  prediction  of  Albert  Hainn  that 
he  will  present  a  balance  sheet  on  July 
J.   "under  peace  conditions"  come  true. 

Such  are  the  conclusions  reached  by 
a  highly  placed  neutral  diplomat  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  peace  flurry  which 
Is  now  occupying  the  minds  of  observers.

Field  Marshal  von  Hindenburg  Is  cer- 
tain beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  that

-Meanwhile  German,  Russian,  Aus- 
trian and  Scandinavian  Socialists  are 
making  swift  headway  In  laying  the 
foundation   for  concrete  peace   negotia- 


tions. Light  upon  what  they  are  doing 
and  propose  to  do  was  thrown  out  today 
by  the  Copenhagen  correspondent  of  the 
Danlah  Socialist  press,  who  Is  a  Social- 
ist member  of  the  Deals ta  Parliament 
Other  sidelights  came  In  dispatches 
from  Berlin,  Vienna  and  Swiss  searoes.

St.  Quentln.  a  manufacturing  town  of 
France,  population  55,571,  the  largest 
town  In  the  Department  of  Aisne,  stands 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Somme,  at  the 
Junction  of  the  Somme  Canal  with  the 
St.  Quentln  Canal  (which  unites  the 
Somme  Canal  with  the  Scheldt)  95V* 
miles  northeast  of  Perls  by  the  rail- 
way to  Brussels  and  Cologne,  with 
branch  lines  to  Oulse  (on  the  Oise)  and 
Rpehy,  on  the  Flanders  and  Plcardy  rail- 
way. 

Built  on  a  slope,  with  a  southern  ex- 
posure, the  town  Is  crowned  by  the  col- 
legiate church  of  St  Quentln,  one  of 
the  Anost  Gothic  buildings  of  the  North 
of  France,  which  was  erected  between 
1114  and  1147,  and  hss.  like  some  Eng- 
lish cathedrals,  the  somewhat  rare  pe- 
culiarity of  double  transepts.  The  length 
of  the  church  is  436  feet  and  the  height 
of  the  nave  131.  The  magnificent  cler- 
estory windows  are  supported  by  a  very 
elegant  trlforium.  The  baptismal  chapel 
contains  a  fine  stone  retable.  The  choir 
has  a  great  resemblance  to  that  of 
Rhelms  and.  like  the  chapels  of  the  apse, 
has  been  decorated  with  polychromlc 
paintings.  Under  the  choir  Is  a  crypt 
occupying  the  site  of  an  older  crypt 
constructed  in  the  ninth  century,  of 
which  only  three  vaults,  with  the  tomb 
of  St.  Quentln  and  his  fellow-martyrs, 
remain. 

The  townhouse  of  St  Quentln  is  a 
splendid  building  of  the  15th  and  16th 
centuries,  with  a  flamboyant  facade, 
adorned  with  curious  sculptures.  Behind 
the  central  gable  rises  a  bell-tower  with 
chimes.  The  council  room  is  a  fine  hall 
With  a  double  wooden  ceiling  and  a 
huge  chimney  piece  half  Gothic,  half 
Renaissance. 

The  old  buildings  of  the  Bernardlnes 
of  Fervaques  now  provide  accommoda- 
tion for  the  courts,  the  learned  societies, 
the  school  of  design,  the  museum  and 
the  library,  and  contain  a  large  hall  for 
public    meetings. 

8t  Quentln  Is  th*  centre  of  an  In- 
dustrial district  which  employed  15*,- 
000  workmen  in  1,000  factories,  and 
manufactured  nearly  half  of  the  cotton 
Imported  Into  France,  producing  goods 
to  the  value  of  about  £4.000,000,  mainly 
calicoes,  percales  (glased  cottons)  cre- 
tonnes, Jaconas.  twills,  piques,  muslins, 
cambrics,  gauzes,  wool-muslins,  Scotch 
cashmeres,  and  merinos.  Other  indus- 
tries are  the  making  of  embroideries  by 
machinery  and  by  hand,  turning  billiard 
balls  and  engine  building.

GERMANS  DESPERATELY

The  second  letter,  dated  Easter, 
which  was  the  day  before  the  British 
attack  began,  tells  how  unwelcome  to 
the  Germans  have  been  the  weapons  of 
their  own  Invention  when  tnrned 
against  them.     It  says: 

"For  the  last  four  days,  the  Eng- 
lish have  been  firing  gas  shells  all 
over  the  ground  in  order  to  harm  the 
Germans   as    much    as    possible.        The

Now  all 
communications  and  all  parapets  have 
been  shot  to  pieces.

Another  captured     document     shows 

that  the  Germans  fully  appreciated  the 
meaning  of  the  extensive  British  prep- 
arations about  Arras,  but  had  no  idea 
that  the  blow  was  coming  so  swiftly 
or  with  such  force.  The  presence  of 
the  Canadians  within  the  son*  of  prob- 
able attack  had  a  particularly  dis- 
quieting effect,  for  the  document  In  one 
part  says: 

The  Canadians  are  known  to  be 
good  troops  and  well  suited  to  as- 
saulting purposes.  There  are  no  de- 
serters to  be  found  among  the  Can- 
adians."

It  is  one  of  the  pretty  perversities 
of  the  great  world  war  that  some  of 
the  most  homeric  fighting  on  Vlmy 
Ridge  should  have  been  about  a  place 
rejoicing  in  the  name  of  "The  Pimple." 
The  Associated  Press  correspondent 
met  some  worn  snd  muddy  Canadians 
returning  from  beyond  Th*  Pimple" 
yesterday  afternoon,  among  them  were 
many  Mora  Scotlans.  They  had  been 
fighting  from  Sunday  night  until  Fri- 
day night  and  declared  they  had  en- 
Joyed  every  minute  of  It. 

They  were  not  at  "The  Pimple"  all 
this  time,  but  well  beyond  it.  Before 
"The  Pimple"  could  be  cut  out,  how- 
ever. It  was  necessary  to  drive  the 
Germans  back  through  several  long 
converging  tunnels  that  were  forti- 
fied In  such  a  manner  that  they  were 
believed  to  b*  absolutely  impregnable. 
The  Germans  Inside  those  tunnels  said 
they  felt  so  safe  that  they  hoped  to 
remain  there  for  the  rest  of  th*  war. 
Some  of  the  Canadian*  had  subsisted 
on  "Iron  rations"  for  five  days  and 
had  virtually  no  water  for  three  days. 
But  they  sever  thought  of  turning 
back  for  food  or  drink  until  their  task 
wss  completed.  They  swung  along 
with  the  dog  tired,  but  satisfied  gait 
of  men  returning  from  a  successful 
day's   hunting   expedition.

Th*  opportunity  for  saving  by  plant- 
ing potatoes  m  the  backyards  and  eat- 
ing rice  Instead  of  potatoes  1*  almost 
nothing,  according  to  a  statement  mad* 
to  the  committee  by  Desa  Thomas  F. 
Hunt,  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of 
the  University  of  California. 

Dean  Hunt  pointed  out  that  pota- 
toes snd  rice  together  do  not  cost  more 
than  six  per  cent  of  the  annual  ex-

Vas!  fleet  of  Wooden  Vessels 
to  Carry  Cargoes  to  Europe 
Will  Be  Rapidly  Constructed 
by  United  States. 


WASHINGTON,  April  14.— The  Ad- 
ministration's programme  for  building  a 
vast  fleet  of  '  wooden  cargo  ship*  to 
transport  supplies  to  the  Allies  and  thus 
defeat  the  German  submarine  campaign 
will  bo  definitely  under  way  on  Monday 
when  tho  shipping  board  will  form  a 
fifty  million-dollar  corporation  to  build 
and  operate  the  vessels. 

The  corporation  will  bo  organized  un- 
der tho  laws  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, aad  its  satire  stock  will  be  held 
by  the  Shipping  Board.  In  legislation 
to  be  lntrodussd  In  Congress  early  In 
ths  week  the  board  will  ask  authority 
to  InoTsass  the  stock  la  ths  future,  if 
needed,     to     as     much,     perhaps,     as 

IMe.000,000.  ^^ 

Private  shipyards  win  construct  the 
ships  on  a  standardized  plan  adopted  by 
the  Shipping  Board,  on  a  baste  In  most 
Instances  of  ton  per  cent  profit.  Ths 
board  will  finance  some  yards,  although 
private  capital  already  la  offering  mil- 
lions for  construction  of  tbo  vessels. 

Maj.-Qen.  aesthete,  who,  at  the  direc- 
tion of  Preeldent  Wilson,  has  agreed  to 
supervise  ths  building  .  of  ships,  will 
corns  to  Washington  to  take  charge  of 
the  work  aa  eoon  as  hs  can  arrange  to 
leave  hie  task  of  building  New  Jersey 
Highways.

LONDON,  April  15.— Lord  Macdonnell, 
who  waa  Under-Secretary  for  Ireland 
from  1903  to  1008,  and  who  prepared  the 
scheme  of  Irish  devolution  which  re- 
sulted in  the  fall  of  the  Conservative 
Chief  Secretary,  Mr.  George  Wyndham, 
in  an  article  in  The  Sunday  Times,  in- 
sists that  ths  Government  act  to  solve 
the  Irish  problem. 

"Sir  Edward  Carson  and  his  friends," 
said  Lord  Macdonnell,  "maintain  the 
same  Impracticable  attitude  Which  they 
took  up  bsfore  the  war,  still  insisting 
upon  th©  partition  of  Ireland." 

After  denouncing  the  attitude  Of  tho 
War  Office  on  recruiting  in  Ireland  at 
tbs  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  reviewing 
tho  events  of  ths  rebellion,  Lord  Mac- 
donnsll  declares  that  unless  the  Gov- 
ernment wishes  things  to  go  from  bad 
to  worse.  It  must  either  give  Ulster  the 
option  of  joining  In  the  Parliament  of 
Ireland  at  ths  outset  or  preferably 
bring  all  Irish  counties  Immediately 
Under  the  jurisdiction  of  an  Irish  Par- 
liament and  assuring  the  Unionists  spe- 
cial representation  for  a  fixed  term  of 
years,  which  would  protect  them  from 
acts  of  legislative  oppression  that  they 
profess  to  fear.  \ 

Tho  Sunday  Times,  which  is  a  Conser- 
vative paper,  nays  editorially: 

'Tho  adhesion  of  tho  United  States  to 
tho  cause  of  the  Allies  makes  it  more 
than  ever  essential  to  remove  the  one 
blot  on  the  unity  of  the  Empire,  namely, 
the  Irish  question.  The  nation  demands 
practical  measures  to  give  effect  to  ths 
universal  demand  for  a  settlement."

The  bill  authorize*  15,000,000.000  in 
bonds,  of  -which  M.000,000,000  will  bo 
lent  to  the  Entente  countries  and  the 
issuance  of  treasury  certificates  for 
$3,000,000,000,  ultimately  to  be  met  by 
Increased  taxation.  Favorable  action  by 
an  overwhelming  vote  is  assured  In  the 
Senate,  where  the  measure  will  be 
taken  up  on  Monday.

States  Insist  on  Right  to  Raise 
New  Regiments  of  National 
Guards— War  Department's 
Ruling  Reversed. 


WASHINGTON,    April   la,    Assise!     the 

judgment  of  mUHary  experts  es  to  the 
wisest  eawree  In  the  present  em  Meaner,  the 
War  Department  today  was  compelled  to 
reverse  a  previous  ruling  aad  aaaeance 
that  the  States  have  the  right  to  erganlao 
sew  unit*  of  national  guards.  This  per- 
mits expansion  of  the  existing  guard  fore* 
of  sheet  m.era  to  loo.oot  at  paaee 
strength,  or  mere  than  tev.oao  as  war  foot- 
ing. 

Th«  Department  planned  to  draft  la  to 
federal  service  only  existing  unite  of  the 
guard,  pins  sueh  auxiliary  troops  sa  were 
needed.  Twenty  Stat**  have  asked  te 
raise 'new  regiments,  however,  end  Beers 
tary  Baker  ordered  a  new  study  of  tho 
National  Defenoa  Aet  te  determine  whether 
the  acceptance  of  new  uatta  UP  te  the  limit 
set  in  the  aet  was  mandatory.  Jsdge 
Advocate  Oeaeral  Crowdsr  took  this  view, 
and  hie  rullsg  was  approved  by  ths  sec- 
retary. 

•Effort,  te  prevent  immediate  organisation 
of  new  regbaents  were  made  atmultane- 
onsly,  however.  The  Governors  were  asked 
to  ae«i  that  existing  units  were  Ailed  to 
peace  strength  before  any  now  ones  were 
organised.  Shortage  of  equipment  prevents 
the  immediate  acceptance  of  such  new 
regiments.  There  are  net  enough  supplies 
on  hand  to  provide  even  fer  existing  units 
at  war  strength. 

Secretary  Baker  made  It  plain  that  the 
Department  would  not  recognise  skeleton 
organisation*.  if  the  State  forces  were 
raised  to  full  strength,  the  presaat  tonal 
of  more  than  lo.eos  National  Ouard  offieers 
would  have  to  be  expanded  to  mere  than 
10,000  to  provide  fer  the  full  twelve  Na- 
tional Guard  divisions  contemplated  by  the 
National  Defence  Aet,  The  War  Depart- 
ment has  frit  disinclined  to  add  in  this 
way  to  its  already  heavy  burden  In  And- 
ing  and  training  offioars  for  the  war  time 
armies  that  are  to  be  raised.

sad  South  African  troops  made  their  at- 
tack on  Monday  last,  Ue  death  Africans 
were  lad  forward  by  their  colonels  sad 
took  the  first  Oermaa  line  without  a  sto- 
gie casualty.  Afterwards  they  fought 
against  a  wicked  maehlse-gun  fire,  but, 
sweeping  sll  before  them  sad  gathering  la 
hundreds  of  prisoners,  they  seised  a  num- 
ber Of  guns.  Including  several  t.t  bewRsers. 
A  vast  amount  of  ammunition  ley  about  in 
dumps,  snd  our  men  turned  tho  Germans" 
guns  about,  sad  are  new  using  them  sgslsst 
the  enemy. 

During  ths  lighting  the  British  airmen 
bsve  flown  with  extraordinary  valor  sad 
have  dene  great  work.  They  flew  In 
snowstorms,  circling  round  for  hours,  tak- 
ing photographs  of  enemy  positions,  spot- 
ting his  batteries  so  accurately  la  sptto 
of  the  weather,  which  half  blinded  them, 
that  Oermaa  gunners,  who  are  new  prison- 
ers, aay  they  were  terrorised  by  being  tar- 
gets  fer  the  .British   Are. 

Further  south,  yesterday  and  today,  tho 
British  made  new  breaches  In  the  Hlnden- 
burg  line  by  the  capture  of  Wenoourt  snd 
Henlnei.  south  of  Monchy.  The  fighting 
here  wag  most  severe. 

Utterly   Tired  of  Wsr 

Nearly  two  hundred  prisoners  were  taken 
hereabouts.  All  were  Hlleslan  mechanics. 
rather  miserable  men,  with  no  heart  in  the 
war.  because,  like  the  Poise,  it  waa  "none 
of  their  making."  It  Is  truo  to  say,  utterly 
true,  that  all  the  prisoners  the  British 
have  taken  this  week,  Prusslsns,  Bavarians 
and  Hamburgers,  have  lost  all  spirit  for 
this  fighting.  They  bate  it,  loathe  It.  so 
a  devilish  fate  from  which  t£ey  have 
luckily  escaped  at  last  with  life.  Not  one 
prisoner  has  said  BOW  that  Germany  Will 
win  en  the  land.  Their  best  hope  is  that 
the  submarine  campaign  will  force  aa  early 
peaee. 

Their  pockets  are  stuffed     wltb     lettere 
from  wives,  sisters  snd  parents,   telling  of  j 
starvation  at  noma    It  is  not  good  litera- 
ture for  the  spirit  of  an  army. 

In  one  of  the  prisoners'  enclosures,  when 
a  British  escort  brought  fees,  the  mei* 
fought  eaeh  ether  line  ravenous  wild 
beasts,  and  bag  to  be  separated  by  force 
and    threats. 

The  officers  In  charge  eg  these  prisoners' 
camps  are  overwhelmed  by  the  mssea*  of 
men.  In  one  of  them,  where  «.seo  are 
gathered,  thay  broke  the  barriers.  A  cap- 
tain ana  subaltern  were  alone  te  deal  with? 
the  situation,  but  tbs  prisoners'  *wn  son* 
commissioned  Officers  '  helped  to  restore 
order.
